PREFACE. 


€——— 


Had I arranged the Catalogues of my coins chronologically, this part, instead of 
being Part III, should have been Part T, for it denls with coins of the greatest anti- 
quity. A glance at the table of contents will show that the varieties dealt with are 
many. Not only are there coins of the Greeco-Bactrian and Indo-Scythic Kings, but 
Parthian, Seleukidian, Roman, and Byzantine Coins, together with Coins of India so 
ancient that they probably represent what coins were current amongst the people wlien 
Alexander came to the Panjab. Among these Ancient Indian Coins are some of great 
rarity. There are also some Coins of India and Persia which are of somewhat less 
antiquity, but which I have put in this third part of the Catalogue in order to show 
the continuation of former series. If we omit the Indo-Scythian gold there are not 
many coins of great intrinsic value described in this part. The coins described show 
what the Panjab bazaars can produce. 

It must not be supposed that all these coins, however, were found originally in 
the Panjáb. Amritsar trades extensively with Bokhárá, Kabul, aud Qandahir, and 
from these places coins come every year and are sold to money changers. Still we 
know that Greco-Dactrian Coins are found in the Panjab. There was a great find of 
hemidrachmas at Sonpat, near Dehli, some yearsago. Last year there was a small 
find in the Hoshyárpür District. I myself, when at Rohtak, dug out of a well which 
had been sunk in an old mound, a copper coin of Menander of quite a unique type. 
Small finds are constantly being made all over the Panjab. The coins invariably find 
their way to the money-changers in the bazaar. There are some coins found in the 
Panjab, no specimens of which were in the Masson collection. Coins of Zoilus, the 
two Stratons, Hippostratus, and Artemidorus are never brought by traders from 
across the frontier. 

A careful study of these Graco-Bactrian Coins and of those of the Indo-Scythio 
Kings reveals several things to us, but chiefly these: (a) Art separated from Greeco 
began to deteriorate. Compare a Coin of Diodotus or Euthydemus with one of Her- 
meus. The older coin is one of a much higher style of art. (b) Greek letters in the 
course of 300 years changed in form and the knowledge of Greek possessed by tho 
die sinkers or by those who ordered the manufacture of the dies evidently de- 
clined. Hence, we may safely state that the lower the art displayed on a coin the 
later it is. And hence, as the art on some of the Coins of Hermreus is lower than tliat 
on the coins of Maues, we arrive at the conclusion that Maues reigned before the 
time of Hermsus. And it is pretty certain that there were several kings reigning 
simultaneously after the time of Hermeus. The only history we have of that time 
is derived from coins, As yet no inscription of this period has been found which 
gives us anything like a genealogy. We shall not be far wrong if we regard Hermeus 
as living a short time before Christ, so all Greeco-Bactrian Coins are B.C. All Indo- 
Scythian Coins after Maues, Azes, Kadphises 1, and Azilises, come after Christ But 
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the coins of the last Indo-Scythian Vasu Deva cannot be placed as late as 200 A.D.. 
If therefore we regard 300 B.C. as the date of the Coins of Seleukus (of which there 
are none in this collection) and 200 A.D. as the latest of the Coins of Vasu Deva, 
we have no less than hve centuries as the period, during which, some knowledge of 
Greek was current in northern India. It is wonderful that five centuries of knowledge 
should have left absolutely no sign of its existence amongst the people. Greek and 
Pali inscriptions appeared on the same coin, but Greek history contains no notice of 
many of these kings, and in India there is no history at all of those times. 

In the present Catalogue there are many Parthian Coins. There are many types 
in the bronze coins, but the dated ones are most interesting. Old Parthian coins turn 
up only occasionally inthe Panjáb. Few Persian merchants come to India wid Kabul. 
In Bombay, Old Parthian Coins are not at all uncommon. 

Of the Seleukidian Coins of Syria there nre here only a few specimens, Mer- 
chants from Damascus never visit the Panjab now. 

Of Roman Coins there are very few in this collection. Of these, however, four 
are in Greek. About a year after this Catalogue was commenced there was a great 
find of Roman denarii in Hazara not far from Mansehra. Many of these were secured 
for the Lahore Museum. They were described separately. Had the Lahore Museum 
secured all the Roman Coins which have beon found in the Panjab, there would by 
this have been a famous collection. Unfortunately coins found in the Panjab are often 
sent to other Museums first and the Lahore Museum gets what is left or none at all. 

Byzantine Coins seldom come to light in the Panjab. The coin of Basiliscus and 
his son Marcus described on page 106 of this Catalogue must be exceedingly rare. 

* Ancient Coins of India" ought to abound in India, but it is not so. 
“ Goin Collecting” came into vogue, all finds were as a rule melted down. 
days anything out of the way is kept in store by the money changer. The many 
varieties given in this Catalogue, pp. 107-122 are worthy of careful study. The 
coins described in pp. 122-130 are very interesting. 
are here published for the first time.

“ Copper Coins from Sunet” 
Sunet is a village built partly on and partly 
near an old mound from which these coins were obtained. Many impressions of seals 
in burnt clay have also been obtained from the mound, The coins are in Gupta 
characters and hence probably date from the fourth century of our era.

Yaudheya and Kuninda Coins are very common in the Panjab. Good specimens 
of the former are easily obtained, but complete bilingual specimens of the latter in 
silver are rare, and in copper only occasionally met with. Fragmentary coins with 
no inscription are common in some parts of the country. 

They may ultimately when 
they have been properly studied yield more information than at present, 

The rest of the coins described call for no particular remarks, 

It must be remembered that when I began to collect coins in the Panjab, I did 


so to illustrate the history of the country after the invasion of Alexander, After a 


waile when I found that prices asked were prohibitive, I concentrated my attention 
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and energies on the Coins of the Moguls. Hence, the coins described in this part of 
the Catalogue are those which came to me incidentally. 

There are good illustrations of the Greco-Bactrian and Indo-Seythic Coins in 
the * Ariana Antiqua” and in the British Museum Catalogue,—'* Greek and Scythic 
Kings." For Parthian Coins, see Professor Percy Gardener's “ The Parthian Coinage,” 
to which book I am indebted for the identification of my coins of this series. For 
illustrations of the Seleukidian Coins, see the same Professor’s “ Seleukid Kings of 
Syria,” edited by Reginald Stuart Poole in the B. M. Catalogues of Greek Coins. 
For Roman and Byzantine Coins I used “ A Dictionary of Roman Coins” by S. M. 
Stevenson. The “ Ancient Coins of India” by the late General Sir Alexander 
Cunningham was my guide in arranging those coins given in this Catalogue. Here 
it is only justly due that I should put on record how much I owe to Sir Alexander. 
His early works on numismatics were the first I studied. He it was who read for me 
many of the coins I found. The smallest return I could make for all the assistance 


he gave me was to exchange any coins he might express a desire to possess for any 


coins of his which he did not particularly care for not in my own collection. In this: 


way I know I parted with many rare coins, but my Mogul collection grew fuller and 
fuller. General Sir Alexander Cunningham was my numismatic father and teacher, 
and his words of encouragement and approbation spurred me on in my “collecting.” 
As he had made the most Ancient Coins of India his own peculiar province, I paid 
attention to other fields which had not been entered upon by any writers. Hence, all 
my papers aro cn either modisval or modern Indian Coins. I saw that in a few years 
Pathan, Mogul, Durrani, and Sikh Coins would be exceedingly rare in India, and I 
hastened to rzscue them from oblivion. Meanwhile, whatever I saw of numismatic 
intciest I secured and hence my collection kept on increasing in the number of coins 
and in the varieties the bazaars of the Panjáb yielded. Some of the results of my 
collecting are shown in the present Catalogue. Others will be shown in Part IV, 
which is now nearly ready.

His writings were 
mainly on coins and coinages, including 
several articles published in the Journal of the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal. He catalogued 
the coin collections at Lahore and Calcutta. 


He was also Archaeological Survey or of the 
Punjab for five years and Secretary to the 
Religious Book Society at Lahore.
